J udge Morris Renders Decision 


on Important Tax Question. 


J udge Morris today rendered a de­ 
cision in a case of importance to a 
number of counties of the State. 
Two 
y ears ago the county commissioners of 
Shelby county contracted w ith Sam­ 
uel Wallace, of Indianapolis, to inv es­ 
tigate secreted tax es, Wallace to re­ 
ceiv e for his labor thirty per cent of 
all tax es collected by him. 
The commissioners ordered the Aud­ 
itor to make his distribution of such 
money s collected after the thirty per 
cent, was deducted. E.JJ H. Lee, who 
was treasurer of Shelby county at the 
time, settled w ith the State on the 
abov e basis, the State settling under 
protest and later brought suit against 
Shelby county for an amount to cov er 
the thirty per cent, paid Wallace for 
collecting the State money . 
The case was tried in the Shelby 
circuit court |before J udge Douglas 
Morris, who rendered his decision this 
ev ening in fav or of Shelby county .

Admiral Togo's 
Fleet

12,000 Men Westward of the 


Yalu Riv er. 


8 t, Petersburg, April 16 .—A rumor 
Is current here to the effect that Vies 
Admiral Togo’s fleet escorted 
a J ap­ 
anese landing of troops to the west­ 
ward of the Yalu riv er. 
When 12,000 
men had been landed 
the Russian 
troops, which were ly ing concealed, 
suddenly attacked them, driv ing them 
bi*ck to the ships with heav y los s e s 
la men and guns. 


St. Petersburg, 
April 
16 .—A tele­ 
gram from Admiral Alex ieff from Port 
Arthur to the czar say s that from 9 :15 
o’clock Friday morning to midday the 
J apanese fleet in two div isions bom­ 
barded the fortress and the town alter­ 
nately from the Liao Tishan promon­ 
tory , firing 185 projectiles. 
The Rus­ 
sian squadron, including the battle­ 
ship Pobleda, replied from the anchor­ 
age by a plunging Are. 
The batteries 
also participated. 
The losses on land 
were sev en Chinese killed and fiv e 
soldiers and three Chinese wounded. 
The Russian warships sustained no 
damage and there was no loss of life 
on them.

Sv a n Rus s ia Now Adm it« T h a t Fla g­ 


s hip W a s Torpe doe d. 
St. Petersburg, April 16 .—Unofficial 
dispatches from Port Arthur repeat 
that it was the Bex strashnl and not 
the Strashnl as reported in the official 
dispatches, which became separated 
from the fleet and was sunk by J ap­ 
anese destroy ers. 
Information which has slowly reached 
St. Petersburg has modified the opin­ 
ion at first prev ailing concerning the 
original cause of the destruction of the 
battleship Petropav lov sk. 
There is 
gradually dev eloping a disposition to 
admit the possibility that after all, 
J apanese 
torpedo 
boats 
may 
hav e 
dropped mines at the entrance to Port 
Arthur harbor. 
An officer remarked: 
"It would he far bettsr If the ship was 
actually blown up by the enemy 's 
mine Instead of by a Russian mine. 
The latter would be the result of In­ 
ex cusable 
carelessness 
and 
would 
properly arouse the czar's anger. 
The 
former, while It would ipeak v olumes 
for J ap craftiness, could not be readily 
be av oided. 
On dark night* it would 
be almost impossible 
for the search­ 
lights of the batteries to pick up the 
torpedo boats, howev er carefully mas- 
lpulated." 
Ev en should it be finally established 
that a J apanese mine destroy ed the 
Petropav lov sk, It will not affeot the 
general appreciation of Vice Admiral 
M&karoff's high qualities. 
His policy 
In putting out in pursuit of an Inferior 
J apanese fleet has been thoroughly ap­ 
prov ed in St. Petersburg, where ft Is 
understood 
that such action would 
hav e an ex cellent effect en the morale 
of the Russian fleet. 
As the admiral’s instructions were 
to conserv e his fleet, it is pointed out 
that it was his duty to return directly 
to the harbor on the appearance of a 
superior force. 
It could hardly be ex ­ 
pected that the admiral would look out 
for mines when he had no reason to 
believ e that they had been laid, espe­ 
cially as only a few hours before he 
had 
aafely 
steamed ov er the 
spot 
where the Petropav lov sk was sunk.

"There appears to be an impression 
among many of the old soldiers that 
allowances of pension under the age 
order of the commissioner of pensions 
are in addition to pensioue allowed 
heretofore. 
This Is an erroneous Idea 
of the order. 
The law prohibit« the 
pay ment of more than one pension to 
a person for the same period, and the 
effect of the order on those hav ing a 
pension already only will be to in­ 
crease such pension up to the age limit 
if the pension already drawn is below 
that amount."

for This Purpose. 
Pittsburg, 
Pa., April 
16.—Andrew 
Carnegie has created a fund o f $5,000,- 
000 fo r the benefit o f the “dependents 
o f tho se lo sing their lives in hero ic 
effo rt to save their fello w men, o r fo r 
the hero es themselves if injured o nly.” 
Pro visio n is also made fo r medals to 
be given in co mmemo ratio n o f hero ic 
acts. 
The endo wment is to be kno wn 
as “The Hero Fund,’* and co nsists o f 
$5,000,000 o f first co llateral 5 per cent 
bo nds o f the United States Steel co r­ 
po ratio n. 
The trust is placed In the 
hands o f a co mmissio n o f twenty men. 
The scheme was co nceived by Mr. Car­ 
negie immediately after the Harwick 
mine disaster. 
In Mr. Carnegie’s o wn 
wo rds the plan is “to place tho se em­ 
plo yed in peaceful vo catio ns who have 
been injured in hero ic effo rt to save 
human life, in so mewhat better po si­ 
tio ns pecuniarily than befo re, until 
again able to wo rk. 
In case o f death, 
the wido w and children o r o ther de­ 
pendents to be pro vided fo r, the wido w 
until she shall rem arry and the chil­ 
dren until they shall have reached a 
self-suppo rting age. 
Fo r exceptio nal 
children, exceptio nal gran ts may he 
made 
fo r 
exceptio nal 
educatio n. 
Gran ts o f sums o f mo ney may also be 
made to hero es cq* hero ines, as the 
co mmittee thin ks advisable, each case 
to he judged o n its merits.” 
A medal shall he given to the hero 
o r wido w o r next o f kin, which shall 
recite the hero ic deed it co mmemo r­ 
ates. 
The field embraced by the fund 
Is the United States and Canada and 
the waters thereo f.
